The  Population  Referencej 
bureau  stated  that,  as  a whole,  j 
I graduates  don’t  produce  enough 
children  to  replace  themselves.  Its  i 
[ study  deals  with  the  class  of  1924, 
l busy  with  its  25th  reunion  this 
[ June.  The  women,  the  study  | 

[ shows,  have  failed  to  reproduce  j 
I themselves  by  40  per  cent,  the  > 
I men  by  16  per  cent. 

Other  quick  items  from  the 
I study: 

The  more  you  educate  a girl,  j 
. the  less  you’re  likely  to  educate' 
I a mother. 

The  farther  west  you  go,  the 
| more  likely  you  are  to  run  into 
I college  educated  parents. 

According  to  the  bureau,  if  any 
I class  of  people  wants  to  reproduce 
I itself,  it  must  as  a group  average 
I 2.1  children  per  couple. 

By  this  standard,  Brigham 
I Young  University  is  bearing  up 
I nably.  Its  women  of  the  class  of 
I 1924  have  produced,  on  the  aver- 
I age,  3.47  children.  Its  men,  2.45 
| children. 

Contrast  this  with  fair  but 
I cautious  Harvard.  Its  average  is 
I but  1.74  for  each  reporting  grad- 
I uate. 

Vassar,  too,  is  training  statisti 
I cally.  Its  alumnae  have  averaged 
I 1.49. 

(Only  Monday  Dean  Rustin  Mc- 

■ Intosh  of  Bernard  college  told  Vas- 
I car’s  269  girl  graduates:  “Worn- 
I en’s  biological  role  is  not  to  sup- 
I port  and  defend  the  family  but  to 
K bear  and  rear  the  children.” 

(The  dean  skipped  the  part  of 
I her  speech  in  which  she  had 
I planned  to  say:  “Have  as  many 
I children  as  you  can.”) 

But.  let’s  not  be  too  rough  on 
I Harvard  and  Vassar.  They’re  right 
I in  line  with  the  national  average 

■ for  college  graduates  of  25  years 

I 

The  average  for  men:  1.77.  For 
women:  1.26. 

For  comparison,  the  bureau  fig- 
ures the  average  noncollege  woman 
of  the  same  age  would  have  2.45 
children.  If  she  only  went  to 
school  four  years,  she’d  have  4.33 
children. 

This  leads  us  to  the  inevitable 
question : 

Why? 

Well,  Dr.  Clarence  J.  Gamble  of 
Boston,  who  directed  the  study, 
thinks  college  graduates  spend  too 
much  of  their  time  trying  to  pro- 
vide the  proper  environment  for 
their  children. 

“Why  can’t  graduates  afford 
families?”  he  asks.  “If  they  can’t, 
who  can?” 

The  doctor  is  no  mere  theorist, 
either. 

He  has  five  children.

200  over  last  summer’s  previous 
record  was  marked  Monday,  as 
more  students  were  registered  in 
the  one-day  signup  than  in  the 
entire  first  term  a year  ago,  it 
was  reported  by  Dr.  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd,  dean  of  students.  An  j 
especially  large  number  of  grad- 
uate students  are  taking  advanced  j 
studies,  he  said. 

More  veteran  students  than 
usual  were  among  the  summer 
registrants,  the  dean  pointed  out. 
While  one-  third  of  the  students 
during  the  1948-49  school  year 
were  veterans,  one-half  of  the 
summer  rolls  are  made  up  of 
former  servicemen,  he  said. 

In  the  opening  assembly  of  the 
summer  quarter  at  11  a.  m.  Tues- 
day students  heard  a welcoming 
message  from  Dr.  Christen  Jensen, 
dean  of  the  graduate  school,  and 
an  outline  of  the  Summer  Music 
Festival  by  Dr.  Gerrit  De  Jong, 
dean  of  the  college  of  fine  arts.

Landis  Leads  Family  Institute 


During  the  war,  Robert  Courte, 
violist  of  the  Paganini  Quartet, 
which  performs  here  in  the  Sum- 
mer Music  Festival,  waa  trapped 
on  Belgium,  where  he  continued 
his  career  in  concerts  and  in  a 
teaching  post  at  the  Royal  Chapel 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  Brussels.

The  lecture,  given  by  the  prom-  j 
inent  author  and  faculty  member 
of  the  sociology  department  at 
Michigan  State  College,  was  third 
in  a series  of  twelve  sessions  of 
the  institute  being  conducted  this 
week  at  BYUJ. 

When  a man  and  woman  get  ' I 
married,  Dr.  Landis  pointed  out.  ' 
there  are  six  imiversal  phases  of  | 
adjustment:  Physical  harmony: 

learning  to  spend  the  family  in- 
come; social  activities  and  recre- 
ation; adjustment  in  in-laws;  re- 
ligious interests:  and  association 
with  mutual  friends.  According  to 
his  survey  of  409  couples,  married 
more  than  20  years,  the  most  dif- 
ficult adjustments  to  make  are  , 
those  regarding  sexual  harmony 
and  decisions  concerning  the 
spending  of  the  family  income. 
Adjustments  made  most  rapidly ' 
are  in  the  field  of  association  with 
mutual  friends. 

“Failure  in  marriage  comes 
early  in  marriage.”  he  said,  “us- 
ually within  the  first  six  years." 
Many  marriages  could  turn  out 
to  be  happy,  he  pointed  out.  if 
the  young  people  realized  that 
problems  come  inevitably.  “There  . 
is  bound  to  be  conflict  in  one  or  j 
more  of  the  six  areas  of  adjust- 
ments," ’he  declared,  “and  wi^en 
young  people  marry,  thev  should 
not  be  dissolusioned  when  they 
find  they  are  having  these  con- 
flicts.”

Clarence  E.  Sawhill,  eminent  band  director  and  public 
school  music  expert,  has  joined  thhe  Brigham  Young  University 
summer  music  festival  and  clinic  faculty  during  the  1949  Sum- 
mer School,  it  was  announced  Thursday  by  Dr.  John  R.  Holli- 
day, director. 

Mr.  Sawhill  will  strengthen  the  clinic's  offering  for  public 
school  teachers  and  supervisors  of  bands  with  classes  and 
workshop  instruction  in  band  leading  and  other  phases  of 
public  school  music. 

At  present  he  is  director  of  bands  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California  in  Los  Angeles  and  has  worked  nine  years 
in  the  band  department  and  school  of  music  at  the  University 
of  Illinois  in  Urbana. 

In  addition,  his  experience  includes  eight  years  in  public 
school  music  work  in  Kansas  and  three  full  summer  terms  on 
the  staff  at  the  National  Music  Camp  at  Interlochen,  Michigan, 
in  addition  to  other  summers  as  guest  director  for  a week  or 
more.

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Something  We  May  Be  Missing 

All  of  us  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  enter  college  no  doubt 
recall  some  of  the  elusions  we  had  before  enrolling  in  this  institution 
of  higher  learning.  One  concept  we  had  concerned  the  strictly  colleg- 
iate "bull  session”,  but  we  found  conspicuous  absence  of  these  get-to- 
gethers. 

Before  entering  the  Y we  thought  that  his  was  one  phase  of  col- 
lege life  that  was  a "must”  on  any  campus  that  claimed  inroads  to 
higher  learning,  but  we  were  truly  disheartened  to  find  that  there 
were  no  frat  houses  or  meeting  places  where  one  could  compare  notes, 
exchange  ideas,  or  sound  off  with  what  little  practical  knowledge 
he  had. 

The  term  “bull  session”,  as  commonly  used  in  the  service  forces, 
usually  refers  to  any  group  of  persons  who  discuss  topics  of  relative 
importance,  big  and  small.  These  discussions  however,  generally 
centered  around  sex,  women,  and  the  latest  commode  communiques 
regarding  troop  movements.  Even  so,  one  could  get  a liberal  educa- 
tion whenever  the  discussions  were  related  to  geography,  politics,  and 
philosophy.  One  couldn't  help  but  add  to  his  knowledge  of  the  world 
and  its  people  while  being  tossed  about  in  a mixture  of  races,  cultures, 
and  personalities. 

At  Young  University  there  doesn’t  seem  to  be  much  to  talk  about. 
mmrn  It’s  not  that  these  sort  of  things  are  outlawed,  because  every  student 
His  just  as  free  to  banty  words  and  ideas  around  as  the  next  fellow, 
^■for  there  is  an  atmosphere  here  that  quietly  invites  it. 

■ Ordinarily  these  college  "bull  sessions”  hinge  on  subjects  of  theory 
and  personal  experience,  and  this  leaves  an  opening  or  left-wing 
thinking.  At  the  Y,  however,  there  doesn't  seem  to  be  any  body  of 
persons  who  lean  left,  but  there  is  a radical  element  (Jack  Mormons) 
7/£()ihat  attempt  to  justify  its  actions  by  calling  attention  to  the  faults  of 
^^Tthe  church  and  its  leaders. 

The  closest  thing  the  Y has  to  offer  to  supplement  the  “bull 
I Bcssion"  is  the  academically-formal  religious  and  social  science  sem- 
inars. The  BYsers  and  the  International  Relations  Club  are  on  that 
Mder  too,  and  we  might  add  that  some  informal  fireside  chats  help 
some.  All  of  these  organizations  come  fairly  close  to  what  we  think 
ihould  cultiate  creative  thinking. 

We  seriously  approach  this  subject  because  we  firmly  believe  that 
jjg  vc  are  not  progressing  to  the  fullest  extent  without  being  able  to 
express  ourselves  without  fear  of  being  reprimanded.  There  is  bound 
;o  be  some  opposition  to  our  way  of  thinking,  but  we  feel  confident 
lhat  any  subject  we  pursue  honestly  will  not  destroy  our  values  or 
f w--  |)revert  our  standards. 

For  many  of  us,  college  will  be  our  only  chance  to  play  freely 
with  ideas  without  fear  of  being  branded  "crack-pots”.  It  is  one  of 
the  few  places,  for  instance,  where  a newspaper  can  virtually  print 
anything  it  deems  wortliwhile  so  long  as  it  doesn’t  border  on  vulgarity 
and  deli ve rate  slander.  It  is  one  of  the  few  places  left  where  we  can 
collectively  praise,  criticize,  and  ponder  and  at  the  same  time  feel 
' at  home. 

This  is  our  last  chance  to  capitalize  on  a prize  American  gift — 
good  old  objective  “bull  sessions”.

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Audio-Visual 
Expert  To 
Direct  Course 

Ellsworth  C.  Dent,  expert  in  the 
field  of  audio-visual  aids,  will  di- 
rect the  1949  two-week  Audio- 
Visual  Workshop  scheduled  as  a 
major  feature  of  the  summer 
school,  it  was  announced  Thursday 
by  Dr.  Ariel  S.  Ballif,  acting  dean 
of  the  summer  school. 

Mr.  Dent,  one  of  the  nation’s 
top-ranking  visual  aids  experts, 
will  conduct  workshop  sessions 
from  June  19  to  July  2 besides 
giving  special  lectures  in  the  field. 

Mr.  Dent  was  a special  consult- 
ant in  visual  instruction  at  BYU 
in  1933-34  at  which  time  he  set 
up  the  BYU  Bureau  of  Audio- 
Visual  Instruction,  according  to 
Clarence  Tyndall,  director  of  the 
BYfU  bureau. 

He  also  conducted  the  1948  sum- 
mer school  workshop  in  this  field, 
Mr.  Tyndall  said.

Honor  Code  To  Operate 
Beginning  Next  Fall 

Spring  quarter  students  recently 
voted  2184  to  722  to  adopt  as  a 
constitutional  amendment  an  Hon- 
or Code  which  will  put  into  opera- 
tion beginning  next  fall  an  Honor 
System,  it  was  reported  by  Tom 
Andrew,  Santa  Ana,  Calif.,  honor 
committee  chairman. 

The  Code  is  only  one  phase  of 
the  Honor  System.  It  is  a state- 
ment of  the  ideals  and  responsi- 
bilities which  an  Honor  System 
fosters  among  the  students,  and 
it  also  provides  for  the  setting  up 
of  an  Honor  Council. 

The  procedure  which  provides 
for  the  method  of  appointing  the 
Honor  Council  and  the  method  of 
handling  violations  is  yet  to  be 
adopted  and  will  be  susceptible  to 
change  by  the  Legislative  Council 
and  the  five-man  faculty  commit- 
tee which  is  to  be  selected  from 
the  faculty  at  large.  The  Honor 
Code  procedure  will  not  become 
a part  of  the  constitution. 

The  Code  is  a re-emphasis  of 
the  traditions  of  the  university 
and  is  designed  to  be  an  aid  in 
fostering  the  ideals  of  the  school 
and  in  aiding  the  students  to  de- 
velop enough  character  to  live 
them.  It  calls  for  "a  more  gener- 
al adherence  to  our  basic  ideals 
and  standards  of  personal  integ- 
rity and  social  responsibility”  by 
the  students. 

Besides  calling  for  personal  hon- 
esty in  intellectual  and  academic 
achievement,  the  code  also  re- 
quires honor  in  individual  accept- 
ance and  living  of  the  moral 
ideals  and  standards  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  and  personal  obligation  to 
respect  the  personal  rights  of 
others. 


Dean  Law  Will  Go 
To  New  Hampshire 

Representing  the  Utah  Educa- 
tion Assn,  at  a late  June  confer- 
ence sponsored  by  the  national 
committee  on  teacher  education 
and  professional  standards  will 
be  Dr.  Reuben  D.  Law,  dean  of 
the  College  of  Education  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

Dean  law  will  leave  Provo  on 
June  23  for  Durham,  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  he  will  participate  in 
the  national  conference  which 
will  be  in  session  from  June  29 
through  July  2 on  the  campus  of 
the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. He  will  take  part  in  round- 
table discussions  daily  which  will 
be  a featured  part  of  the  con- 
vention program. 

Results  of  the  conference  meet- 
ings will  be  published  in  book 
form  as  soon  after  the  close  of 
the  convention  as  possible,  Dean 
Law  said. 

The  dean  will  sto«  in  Chicago, 

Madison,  Wis.,  and  Boston,  Mass., 
en  route  to  the  convention.

“Conference  tennis  champion- 
ships can  be  achieved  without 
courts,  but  they  will  be  much 
more  easily  defended  now  that 
we  have  prospects  of  obtaining 
facilities  with  which  to  work.” 
according  to  Fred  (Buck)  Dixon, 
tennis  coach  at  Brigham  Young 
(University. 

Mentor  Dixon  guided  his  1949 
Cougar  racket  wielders  to  a state 
and  conference  title  this  year  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  BYU  has 
had  no  courts  of  their  own  for  the 
past  two  years.  But  he  does  not 
consider  it  an  ideal  situation,  and 
is  happy  with  the  prospect  that  a 
battery  of  courts  will  be  avail- 
able for  next  year’s  team. 

The  Cougars  lost  their  tennis 
courts  two  years ' ago  when  the 
area  on  which  they  were  located 
was  taken  to  provide  space  for 
the  new  million  dollar  science 
building,  now  nearing  completion. 
This  necessitated  the  location  of 
courts  elsewhere,  and  during  that 
time  Cat  tennis  teams  have  prac- 
ticed when  and  where  they  could. 

Those  obstacles  are  now  nearly 
-overcome,  and  within  the  next  two 
weeks  Brigham  Young  University 
will  have  one  unit  ready  consti- 
tuting the  finest  set  of  college 
courts  in  the  Skyline  Six  Con- 
ference. 

This  first  unit  consists  of  six 
cement  courts  which  have  taken 
a long  time  to  prepare  but  which 
in  the  words  of  Coach  Dixon,  “are 
well  worth  waiting  for.” 

The  new  courts  are  built  below 
the  brow  of  the  hill  on  which  the 
Upper  Campus  is  located.  It  is 
immediately  south  of  the  area 
that  will  be  used  for  the  new 
million  dollar  field  house.  Four 
.courts  extend  from  east  to  west 
,on  the  north  part  of  the  site,  and 
the  two  additional  courts  consti- 
tute a unit  adjacent,  and  imme- 
diately on  the  south. 

They  are  so  constructed  that 
each  court  is  made  of  one  single 
block  of  cement.  There  will  be 
no  seams  and  no  cracks  to  deflect 
the  ball  or  over  which  the  netters 
might  trip..  They  are  patterned 
somewhat  after  the  Forest  Dale 
courts  in  Salt  Lake,  and  should 
provide  BYU  students  with  a 
much  improved  tennis  situation. 

Expansion  joints  have  been 
placed  under  each  of  the  net 
areas,  between  each  of  the  courts, 
and  on  an  area  nine  feet  back  of 
each  playing  court  baseline,  to 
provide  for  any  possible  change 
in  the  expansion  of  the  concrete. 
The  completed  surface  was  also 
hand  trowled  so  that  unneces- 
sary smoothness  coud  be  worked 
out. 

Inasmuch  as  summer  school  is 
now  under  way  there  will  be  no 
official  ceremonies  in  connection 
with  the  opening  of  the  new 


courts,  general  “Buck”  said.  It 
is  likely  that  a special  tournament 
will  be  arranged  later  to  inaugu- 
rate the  occasion. 

Tennis  classes  will  be  taught 
during  the  summer  sessions  mak- 
ing it  imperative  that  courts  be 
put  to  immediate  use,  Mr.  Dixon 
said.  He  reminded  that  their 
greatest  use,  however,  will  come 
with  the  promotion  of  the  annual 
BYU  Invitational  Meet,  and  the 
sponsoring  of  high  school  and 
college  tennis  tournaments. 


Leigh  B.  Pratt,  Brigham  Young 
University  physical  education  ma- 
jor, has  signed  a contract  to 
coach  at  Malta  High  School  in 
Malta,  Idaho,  it  was  announced 
by  Dr.  C.  J.  Hart,  chairman  of 
the  phiysical  education  depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Pratt  will  be  head  coach 
for  football,  basketball  and  base- 
ball at  the  Idaho  school  and  will 
begin  his  new  duties  when  school 
opens  in  the  fall.

Conservation  Is 
Outlined  In 
Summer  Workshop 

Urgent  problems  in  the  conser- 
vation of  Utah’s  resources  will  be 
spotlighted  in  a special  "Work- 
shop on  Conservation”  during  the 
first  term  of  summer  quarter,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Vasco  M.  Tanner, 
chairman  of  the  department  of 
zoology  and  entomology,  who 
opened  the  lecture  series  Tues- 
day morning  with  a general  out- 
line of  the  course’s  objectives. 

The  workshop  will  feature  a 
series  of  twelve  lectures  on  the 
campus  by  visiting  experts  and 
five  field  trips  to  areas  in  central 
Utah.  The  lectures  will  be  given 
at  9:55  a.  m.  Tuesdays  and  Thurs- 
days in  room  250,  Brimhall  build- 
ing, and  the  field  trips  will  be 
held  from  8 a.  m.  to  4 p.  m.  each 
Saturday  through  July  16. 

Dr.  Golden  L.  Woolf,  chairman 
of  the  department  of  secondary 
education,  said  the  course  will  be 
valuable  to  teachers  in  under- 
standing and  teaching  the  facts 
about  conservation,  and  also  to 
students  preparing  to  teach  sci- 
ence, he  added. 

Cooperation  is  being  given  in 
the  workshop  by  a number  of  gov- 
ernment agencies,  including  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service,  Soil  Conser- 
vation Service.  National  Parks 
Service,  and  Fish  and  Wildlife

Student  Teachers

A light  registration  of  student 
instructors  to  teach  during  the 
summer  in  the  B.  Y.  training 
schools  did  not  surprise  training 
school  heads. 

H.  K.  Christensen,  principal  of 
B.  Y.  Hight,  reported  that  not 
more  than  six  or  seven  upper 
division  and  graduate  students  en- 
rolled Tuesday  to  train  in  teach- 
ing at  B.  Y.  High  for  the  summer. 
"During  the  summer  the  training 
school  is  actually  a workshop  for 
advanced  students  who  have  al- 
realy  had  some  teaching  experi- 
ence,” explained  Mr.  Christensen. 

B.  Y.  Elementary  School  Princi- 
pal Mrs.  Dorothy  Candland,  re- 
ported that  registration  for  stu- 
dent teaching  in  the  training 
school  was  limited  to  ten  graduate 
students.  Summer  teaching  for 
these  prospective  teachers  will  be 
more  in  the  order  of  laboratory 
periods  where  new  ideas  in  teach- 
ing may  be  tried. 

This  summer  a workshop  course 
in  "Methods  of  Teaching”  will  be 
offered  for  those  advanced  educa- 
tion students  who  are  training  at 
B.  Y.  High,  announced  Mr.  Chris- 
tensen. 

Mrs.  Candland  of  the  elementary 
school  said  that  upper  division 
students  of  elementary  education 
may  take  a class  of  "directed  ob- 
servation” at  the  training  school 
this  summer  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Vera  Woodland.  Mrs. 
Woodland  also  will  teach  two  sec- 
tions of  the  combined  third,  fourth, 
fifth  and  sixth  grades.  Mrs.  Lil- 
lian Christensen  will  teach  the 
first  and  second  grade  section  and 
Mr.;.  Rissa  Clarke  will  instruct 
the  kindergarten. 

BYU  student  teachers  are  given 
the  chance  to  teach  these  sections 
under  the  guidance  of  the  above

All  new  students  who  plan  on 
remaining  for  the  fall  quarter 
should  make  an  appointment  for 
a physical  examination  during  the 
summer  quarter  to  avoid  the  rush 
of  fall  quarter  activity  when  they 
will  be  required  to  take  a physical 
examination  unless  one  is  had  this 
summer. 

Any  new  students  here  for  the 
summer  only  may  avail  themselves 
of  the  Student  Health  Service  for 
an  examination.
